The Proposal was discussed in all respects. The unanimous 
consensus arrived at the meeting was that it would be more 
appropriate if the jail in Mandalay is got converted into a 
National monument for the national heroes of India as well as 
of Burma and any other country. The Embassy of India in 
Rangoon would explore this possibility by making discreet 
enquiries with the concerned authorities of the Government of 
Burma and also find out whether the nationals of Burn a etc. 
were incarcerated in Mandalay Jail in connection 
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with their Independence movement. The reaction of the Govern- 
ment of Burma to this suggestion would form the basis of our 
decision on the question of suitable memorials for our national 
heroes in Burma. 

There would be no difficulty in supplying the paintings,*- 
photographs, busts and institution of post-graduate scholarships" 
for Burmese students from Mandalay to a study in India on 
Higher Mathematics and Indian philosophy, once the entire 
proposal is examined in its totality. 

As regards *Geeta Rahasya 1 , the representative s of the 
Ministry of External -Affairs- told thaF the. Hindi version of the 
book has already been supplied to Indian Community in Burma. 

It was decided that the Sahitya Academy may explore the 
possibility of undertaking the translation of TIlak*s 'Geeta 
Rahasya 1 in Burmese q The Akademy could locate the expertise 
for this purpose outside Delhi and particularly in West 
Bengal.

The Ministry of Foreign Affairs of the Socialist 
he public of the Union of Burma is aware that three great 
Indian leaders and freedom fighters, Shri Lala Lajpat I.ai, 
Lokmanya Bal Gangadhar Tilak and Netaji Subash Chandra Bose, 
were incarcerated in the Mandalay Jail by the British 
colonial rulers in the early part of this century .

The Socialist hepublic of the Union of Burma 
and the hepublic of India share a tradition of glorious 
struggle for freedom from the colonial rulers and respect 
each other's heroes and freedom fighters who had made great 
personal sacrifices. It is doubtless in recognition of 
this that the room where the mentioned Indian leaders were 
imprisoned, within the precincts of the present Mandalay 
Jail, has been treated by the Government of the Socialist 
hepublic of the Union of Burma as Tilak Memorial Hall, 
further to this in July 1980, the Government of the 
Socialist 1-e public of the Union of Burma signified its 
consent for the monuments to these leaders in the premises 
of the Tilak Memorial Hall by installing, at the request 
of the former Indian Ambassador, Shri Amiya Nath Bose, a 
statue of Netaji Subash Chandra Bose. 

But, at present, there is no free and open access 
to the Tilak Memorial Hall for visitors who wish to go and 
pay their homage to the departed leaders and permission 
for entry has to be cleared by authorities of the Government 
of the Socialist I e public of the Union of Burma which of 
necessity is time consuming and nullifies the desire of 
visitors as they do not have that much time to spend in 
Burma or In Mandalay. Further such clearance is also 
restrictive and selective.

I met U Ohn Gy aw, Director - South & South-East 
Asia Division of the Foreign Office on Thursday, 7th Jan., 
to hand over a note in connection with the crossing over 
of 199 Burmese nationals to Arunachal Pradesh. U Ohn 
Gyaw told me that he would bring this matter immediately 
to the attention of their concerned Ministries, namely 
Defence and Home. He inquired whether it would be possible 
for us to indicate the map reference of the location as 
well as the names of families that have crossed over 
to our side. He said such information, if available, 
might be of further help to the Burmese authorities in 
ascertaining the position and for taking necessary 
steps, I have written to Joint Secretary (South) 
regarding this. 

2. During my meeting with U Ohn Gy aw, I took the 
opportunity of touching upon another matter, namely the 
Memorial in Mandalay Jail for the three great Indian 
patriots. 1 said to him that at present permission was 
required to be sought well in advance to visit the 
Memorial Room in the Mandalay Jail. While the Indian 
Embassy officials could do so it was not always possible 
for important Indian visitors and officials etc. at a 
short notice. 1 told U Ohn Gyaw that we understood the 
difficulties of the concerned authorities as the entrance 
to the Memorial Room is through the Jail premises. It, 
however, appeared to us that the Memorial Hoorn might be 
provided with a separate entrance. When I had visited 
the Jail last year, the authorities of the Jail themselves 
mentioned such a possibility, I added. If a separate 
entrance was made to the premises of the Memorial Room, 
the authorities of the Jail might not have any objection 
to allow visitors. 1 asked U Ohn Gys?w whether the 
Foreign Office could take up this matter with the 
concerned authorities? 

3. U Ohn Gyaw felt that prima facie he did not 
see any objection to the arrangement we had in mind. 

Knowing the former President's personal interest in this 
Memorial, he thought some satisfactory arrangement could 
be worked out. If a separate entrance to the Memorial 
Room were, for some reason, not possible, U Ohn Gyaw 
felt perhaps, visitors from India* carrying introduction 
letter from the Indian Embassy might be allowed to visit 
the Memorial Room even at a short notice, under an 
arrangement worked out between the Indian Embassy, 

Tourist Burma and the Mandalay Peoples Council etc. 

He suggested that we might address a communication to the 
Foreign Office requesting them to examine the possibility 
of a more easy access to the Memorial Room in the 
Mandalay Jail.

Kindly refer to your letter No. S/321/12/77 dated 
January 1, 1981, a copy of which has been endorsed to 
Shri M.N. Noshi, Second Secretary & HOC in this Mission. 

It is needless to say that we would all feel very happy 
If there were fitting and appropriate memorials for 
Netaji, Lokmanya Tilak and Lala La j pat F.ai in the Mandalay 
Jail. Accordingly, we had made some proposals to the 
Ministry which' you are kindly pursuing with the Department 
of Culture. 

2. A few days ago I had the occasion to visit Upper 
Burma on tour. During my stay in Mandalay I was able to 
visit the Mandalay Jail and was taken around the room 
where Lokmanja Tilak was Imprisoned from 1908 to 1914. 

In the same room the temporary structure erected in July 
1980 (please refer to my letter of September 2, 1980) in 
memory of Netaji who spent 3 years in the Mandalay Jail from 
1924—27 is presently kept. 1 also went around inside the 
Mandalay Fort to locate the house where Lala La j pat Rai 
was detained in 1907* The Curator of the National Museum, 
Mandalay who accompanied me _could not pinpoint definitely 
such a house. She could only surmise that a house by the 
side of a canal (as described by Lala La j pat F.ai in his 
autobiography) may be the house where Lala La j pat Rai 
might have been detained. It will be difficult, almost 
impossible, to trace this bungalow, if at all it. exists 
now. In 194-5 a large number of palaces and houses in the 
Mandalay Fort were destroyed by fire; consequently very 
few houses are now in tact. Moreover the house which the 
Curator vaguely indicated is now a Government of Burma Office. 

1, therefore, doubt if we would be able to locate the exact 
house and have a memorial for Lala La j pat Rai in that building. 

3. Having seen the Mandalay Fort and jail area myself 

I would like to make for the Ministry’s consideration a proposal 
for having appropriate memorials for the three patriots. The 
large room in which Lekmanya Tilak was detained is well 
maintained by the jail authorities. It is kept clean and in 
the surrounding area flowers, vegetables, etc. are planted. 

This room can eventually be separated from the Jail by 
opening an entrance on the other side. In facit I understood 
that the Jail authorities have such plans. From my 
conversation with the Jail Superintendent I gathered that 
they are planning to put up a stone base and are now in 
fact waiting for us to present a bust of Netaji. I may 
like to suggest that the bust could be inside the room. 
Similarly, I do not reckon any difficulty or serious 
objection from the Burmese side if we were to request the 
Burmese to put up two more pedestals inside the hall. 

Even if they did not pay for these pedestals, the cost 
would be marginal and be borne by us. If the busts were

presented by the Memorial Trusts for Netaji, Lala La J pat Rai 
and Lokmanya Tilak, they could be installed on the stonebases 
inside the hall on suitable occasions. We could have 
paintings on important events in the lives of Lokmanya Tilak, 
Netaji and Lala La j pat Rai as well as some quotations. I 
-realise I am modifying to some extent the proposal which we 
had made earlier but I feel it would be appropriate and 
also practical if we could have the monuments for the 
three leaders at one place rather than at different spots 
in the Mandalay Fort area. I would suggest that you may 
put this matter to the Department of Culture personally 
and ask them if they could persuade the Memorial Trusts 
of the three leaders to present the busts, paintings, etc. 

We could then take further steps of arranging their 
installation fet the Mandalay Jail on appropriate occasions.

As you are aware a few days before the departure of 
Ambassador shri A.N. rose, president U Ne Vin decided to create 
a memorial for Netaji Subhash Chandra Bose inside the Mandalay 
jail. He wanted it to be erected before the Ambassador's 
departure, As there was not much time available, a temporary 
structure was put up and homage to Netaji was paid by our Military 
Attache on 1?th July. He was told at that time that plans for 
a permanent memorial will be made subsequently* 

2. M.N. joshi, second Secretary in this Mission visited 
Mandalay in the first week of August when he paid homage to 
the memory of Lokmanya Tllak at the Tllak Memorial in the 
Mandalay jail on the 60th death anniversary of Lokmanya Tilak. 

The Superintendent of jail shoved joshi a place outside the Tilak 
Memorial room where the Burmese intend to erect a permanent 
structure as a memorial for Netaji. The temporary structure 

was approximately 10 feet in height, A photograph is attached 
herewith. It was informally discussed with the Jail supdtt. 
that the total height of the permanent memorial could be about 
6 to feet, with the height of the four-side rectangular 
tapering stone-base of about to 5 ft. On this Netaji* s bust 
could be placed. There should be inscription on the four sides 
of the pillar in four languages viz. "English, Burmese, Hindi and 
Tjrdu to the effect that Netaji was imprisoned in this jail from 
1924- to 1927* The Ministry may consider having a bronze bust of 
Netaji made in India and presented to the Burmese authorities on an 
appropriate occasion, perhaps Netaji' s next birthday which falls on 
23rd January. The Ministry may please advise in the matter 
following which we could get in touch VI th the Burmese authorities 
and request them to prepare the stone base. 

3. Joshi found the Tilak Memorial nothing but a big empty room 
with two photographs of Lokmanya Tilak, and a book case containing 
some books, when he asked the Jail superintendent if they could 
put some more photographs on the life of Tilak and some of his 
famous quotations on tho walls of the room, the Superintendent said 
that they would gladly do so. In order to make the Memorial for 
Lokmanya Tilak a more fitting one than the existing bare room, the 
Ministry may consider asking the Tilak smarak Mandlr in pune to 
provide a few paintings of fairly good size on the different 
important events in Tilak* s life and some quotations. Tilak' s 
famous book 'Gita Hahasya' - an interpretation of the Gita 
(written in the Mandalay Jail), may also be got translated into 
Burmese and its publication arranged on an appropriate 

occasion; perhaps a post-graduate fellowship for Burmese students 
from Mandalay to study In India higher mathematics or Indian 
philosophy (subjects dear to Lokmanya Tilak) could be initiated. 

The Ministry may like to consult Shri J.R. Tllak, the grand-son 
of Lokmanya Tilak, who is the trusty of the Lokmanya Tilak 
Trios t in pune in this regard, (or if there is no objection we may 
write to rhri ilak directly). 

4. Joshi also told the Jail superintendent that a third 
distinguished Indian patriot Lala Lajpat Rai was detained in

Mandalay Fort by the British for six months in 1907* 

He gave him the aescription of the location vhere 
Lai a Lajpat Rai was imprisoned (as found in his autobiography). 
The Jail Superintendent and the Curator of the Archaeological 
Museum in Mandalay said that they should be able to locate 
the side and the house if it is still in existence. It is 
suggested for the Ministry* s consideration that we may 
make a proposal to th e Burmese Government to erect a 
suitable memorial for Lain Lalpat Rai in the Mandalay 
Jail.

Before the departure of the Ambassador, Shri A.N* Bose, fvcav 
Ne ^in himself offered to create a Memorial for Netaji Subhas " 
Chandra Bose and he wanted it to be erected before the Ambassador; 
finally left. As there was not much time left a temporary 
structure was erected and homage to Netaji was paid by the 
Military Attache on the 15th of July. Now a permanent shape 
has to be given to the Memorial* 


The temporary wooden structure which was prepared as 
a Memorial for paying homage to Netaji who also was in Mandalay 
Jail form 1924 to 1927 has now been shifted tEo Tilak Memorial 
room. The Eupdt of Jail showed me a place outside the Tilak 
Memorial building where the Burmese authorities intend to erect 
a permanent marble structure* 




Ue discussed the design of the Memorial. It would be 
in the shape of a cquaro -- p t i s m o f 4* tvig h. A bronze hust of 
Netaji of 1^' would then be pla of this ’ The 

total height of the prism and the bust would be S^-^eBlh The 
Burmese expect us to donate the bust so that the Memorial could 
be completed at the earliest poooibhi . 


We may approach the Ministry for getting a bust prepared 
from a reputed sculpture and it should be in our hands before 
the next birth anniversay of Netaji so that the Memorial could 
be inaugurated ceremoniously on that day. A draft letter 
to the Ministry is put up for approvla.

During my recent tour of Upper Burma, which was undertaken 
with the approval of Cd , A 1 I met representatives of persons of 

Indian origin Of Fice Bearers and ordinary members of the 

All Burma Indian Congress) and had discussions with these persons 
at Kyawktaga, Zeyawaddy, Toungao, Mandalay and Maymyo on various 
problems they are facing. The/impartant is the new citizenship 
Bill which has been circulated for obtaining opinion on the clauses 
of the Bill from the public at large. 
oSA, , ■ 

2. Almost/of the Indians seem to be cowed down by the military 
regime and even ^ogial officials are prone to harass people and 
demand bribes etc. There is continuous watch on thenrany meetingj. 
with outsiders including officials from the Embassy are discouraged 
and if such meetings take place the Burmese authorities try to 
obtain information as to what transpired at such meetings. I tried 
to persuade the people that since the Burmese Government themselves 
have asked for opinion of the people on the new Citizenship Bill 
they should express their opinion freely. Host of the persons 
said that they have never been called at special meetings organised 
by the Burmese authorities to elicit public opinion. These are 
mostly confined to Burmese party officials or Burmese citizens. 

At one or two meetings where Indians tried to represent their views 
„uere not allowed to give free expression -46 their views and whatever 
they had written on the form was corrected to the likj.ni> of tha 
authorities which*^Slled th© meeting. All of th^ri a-fgjj^^that they 
themselves^ neither collectively nor individually ma-ie- written 
representations to the Burmese authorities. They are afriad that 
it will lead to considerable harassment not excluding imprisonment. 
They however, agreed that they could make representation to the 
Embassy and were of the opinion that the Embassy and the Government 
of India should take up the matter with the Burmese authorities at 
the hinhest possible level and that too very soonj &s if the matters 
are delayed and once the Bill is passed into an Act the fate of the 
persons of Indian origin will be permanently sealed. They feel 
that the Bill is not only bad for the present , generation but it is 
binding on future generations also. 

3. I understood from the people at various places that there are 
140,000 to 180,000 persons of Indian origin all aver Burma, They 
are mostly concentrated in Rangoon, Kyawktaga, Zeyawaddy, Mandalay, 
Maymyo and other parts of upper Burma and in the East. 

4. Most of the persons of Indian origin feel that this Bill has 
been brought out at this juncture mainly because of the influx of 
Bangladeshees into Burma. The Burmese Government apparently tried 
to expell the Bangladeshees and about 150,000 UBta driven out but 
strangely enough due to international political pressure etc 

- instead 1 of 150,00 about 200,000 have come back to Burma. The 

Burmese authorities are alBO not happy with the Chinese influx which 
is a continuing process. They, therefore, feel that the 0111 is 
mainly directed against these two communities and not against the 
Indians as no more Indians are coming to Burma for permanent settle- 
ment. On the contrary, the strength of the Indians ha<J^ depleted 
over the years. However, they are not lulled into belief that the 
Oill will not go against them and want fehsH some action to prevent 
discrimination, 

5. I could draw the following conclusions of my discussions with 
the representatives of t jTn3ian organisations •

i) All of them agreed that the provisions in the Bill in regarc 
to grant of citizenship to foreigners settled down for 
generations which include persons of Indian origin are 
discriminatory. 

ii) They could at best expect to be class III citizens with 
very limited rights as compared ,to fulflegad citizens 
as envisaged in the Bill. 

iii) There is no guarantee that persons holding FRCs or NCRs 
but without any passport either Indian. Burmese or of 
any other nation, would automatically he granted citizenship 
of any sort. They may ultimately fall under the category 
of stateless persons and their number -could be quite large 
as much as 40 to 5D,Q00.

iv)* They all seem to agree that thBy would riot/able to become 
members of Burmese Socialist Party. Consequently they 
will have no future in the political sense. 

v) They also feel that they will be barred from higher posts 
in the civil service and none of them could draam of 
becoming Head3 of Deptt^/Orgn^ of civilian nature. 

vi) Entry into the military service will be barred for them. 

vii) They are worried about the Clause pertaining to treatment 

to be given to stateless persons which amounts to colonising 
them into particular areas and may involve compulsory or 
forced labour. The pattern how this will be implemented 
has yet to emerge. ? 

viii) The only advantage which they feel they will get from 

obtaining this class of citizenship is that they would be 
able to move about freely anywhere in Burma without 
obtaining prior permission of the Burmese authorities 
concerned .

6. Almost 90jfi of thg persons are agreeable to have such citizenship 
even with all thB disadvantage^ w^ich come with it for the simple 
reason that they will have {Tree movement^which they feel is the 

most obnoxious harassment in their day to day living. The present 
generation’ of persons of Indian origin in Burma is not politically 
motivated and they would be happy if they are left in peace undis- 
turbed to carry on their vocations which are mainly agriculture and 
petty traders. 

7. I feel that in view of the above following action is required:- 

a) Advice from the L&T Division may be obtained on the implicate 

ions of the new Bill in comparison with the existing Act. If the 
opinion of the L&T Division is such that the new Bill is going to 
be very discriminatry and to the disadvantage^ of the Indian 
community, approaches may be made at the Foreign Minister's level 
if not at Prime Minister's level, to remove the discriminatory 
claused- As the feeling here is that the Bill may be pushed through

b) During my various meetings uith^jgople I found that there is

a big problem of split families and in Kyawktaga^ Zeyayaddy 
alone there would be about 3,000 persons who are affected* 

They are keen to go back to India and they want Government of 
Indians help in chartering special flights to take them back* 

I apnea l£to a feu people who raised this question not to get 
panicky and insist on t)3e repatriation at this juncture as the 
Citizenship Bill is at a crucial stage* We coul^^atcb the 
final act and the implementation of it as far as tlndian community 
is concerned before any such precipitate action is taken. I am 
afraid that if provisions really go against the interests of the 
Indian community and they are compelled to live in Burma without 
keeping their self-respect and without having any advantage of 
being Burmese citizens we might have an exodus of people once 
again on our hands, I was told that most of the persona of 
Indian origin have applied for Burmese citizenship in 3une 1979 
on the advice of the Indian Embassy, they will be sorely dis- 
appointed if now they do not get full citizenship rights under the 
new Act.

The third point which I discussed with the Dail Supdt 
was about Lala Lajpat Rai who was sent into exile to Burma for 
6 months from 16th May 1907 to 11th November , 1907. In his 
autobiography he has mentioned the exact location of his stay 
inside the Mandalay l*drt. It is outside the Jail' but inside 
the Fort boundary. Reproduced below, in his own words, is the 
description and" location of his residence in Mandalay: 

" I lodged with the Superintendent for two days and on 
the third was removed to the new bungalow. The house 
in which I was confined is a P.ld.D, bungalow, built by 
the British, outside the Palace Canal, on the north side 
of the Royal Gardens. Between it and the Royal Gardens 
is a metalled road open to the public. Towards the 
south of^his road, almost opposite the bungalow set 
apart for my residence, was a small wooden house for 
a British Guard, cn duty." 

I showed this to the Supdt of the Mandalay 3 ail as well as 
to thej^Archeo logical Museum in Mandalay. The Curator has 
apparently located the house where Lala Lajpat Rai was supposed 
to have been confined. A suitable Memorial for Lalaji also 
could be constructed at that place. We may send a Note Verbals 
to the Foreign Office here after getting Ministry*s approval 
to this. A^ d raft No - t^—V e rb a l e -wirth i& draft letter to the 
Ministry is put up for approval.

I found the Memo- 
rial is nothing but a big empty room excepting two picture? of 
the Lok Manya and a small book case containing about 100 or 
200 books, I asked the Jailer if they could put some more 
pictures/paintings on the life of Lok Manya and some of his 
famous inscriptions which would really make the Memorial worth- 
while* He said that he would gladly do so* lile may write to 
Shri Oayant Rao Tilak, the grand son of Lok Manya, in this regard 
under intimation to the Ministry as per 0*F.A, 

2, Simply putting up paintings and inscriptions etc would not 
in my view be enough to perpetuate the memory of Lok Manya who 
spent six crucial years of his lifq 3ail. The 
following suggestions are put up^or maxing' his memory permanent 
in Mandalayj- 

i* 4 paintings of fairly good siretincluding a lifB size 
one of the Lok Manya) on the different important incidents 
in his life may be obtained from India and presented to the 
Burmese Government for hanging on^lJare walls of the 
Memorial* 

ii. A Post-Graduate Fellowship for a Burmese student from 
Mandalay v to study higher mathematics or Indian philosophy 
in Poona; m^y be initiated. 

iii* Steps may be initiated to declare Mandalay and^j 
Poona as sister cities and exchange of students, fete from 
both the cities either way may be encouraged. 

iv* A representative biography of Lok Manya Tilak in 
English may be got translated into Burmese and its publication 
arranged by his next death anniversay.

I am jotting down some other misc* points which came up 
during my discussions with the Indian comnunity at various 
places ! - 

i* Since the dictatorial regime came into power and since 
severe restrictions were put on the tracing /activity most of 
which has been nationalised, strangely enough the Indian community 
has prospered and they have amassed iarge^fortunss during the 
recent years. This apparently is because of the rampant black” 
market prevailing in Burma in which not only the Indian community 
indulges but also the Burmese authorities are involved. The 
produce from varioys^f^gtories vanishes into thin air and nobody 
knows how and when /it would make i&i^appearance* Burmese/are 
working in the factories are low paid and to compensate them for 
the low wages ^apparently each one of them takes away a box or 
two of the factory produce such as Soap or Tiri^stuff etc. 

Howfar this is true is anybody's guess. The Indian community 
has small businesses as a front on which^ they iiiems elves say^ 
it will not be possible to exist. All of them openly Indulge 
in smuggling and black marketing. 

ii. The return of U Nu is believed to be a prelude to a 
coalition government initially which may lead to multi-party 
democracy in the^end. I personally feel it is a ■ J nrWJ hop© 
entertained by ^usually optimistic persons. But the fact remains 
that oeople have goti^new hope with the return of U Nu.
